Ford, Packard and Studebaker Closings Slash Week’s Production 


to 91,480 Units; June Car Sales 


Seen Near 330,000, with Trucks 


About 60,000; Ford Motor Company Held to Trial in Union Affray 


Complete shutdown of operations at 

Week’s Output Ford and Packard, plus cessation of 

Off to 91,480 passenger car production at Studebaker 

As Plants Shut and seasonal tapering off at other 

plants, will slash output of cars and 
trucks in the United States and Canada to 91,480 units 
the current week, ending July 24, according to ADN esti- 
mates. The week’s figure compares with 115,164 units in 
the previous week and 96,807 in the corresponding period 
of 1936. 

Unless shutdowns are effected in General Motors and 
Chrysler divisions in the near future, production is ex- 
pected to hover around the 90,000 mark for some time. 
Heavy backlogs of orders, piled up during the strikes in 
the early part of the year, account for most of the con- 
sistent activity in these two groups, and it is problematical 
just when various divisions of the two corporations will 
shut down for inventories. Ford is slated to resume 
operations the early part of August, while Packard and 
Studebaker are expected to rejoin the parade soon. 

With 355,668 units figured to have been produced in 
July, including the current week, the final total for the 
month is likely to approximate 445,000, based on the as- 
sumption that next week’s output will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 90,000 units. This is considerably under the 515,- 
707 units estimated by ADN to have been turned out in 
June, 1937, and slightly off from the 451,474 units produced | 
in July last year. 

Operations the current week continue unabated in the 
General Motors group, with several of the divisions an- 
ticipating a gain in production over a week ago. Accord- 
ing to ADN estimates, the GM group should turn out 
50,740 cars and trucks the current week, as compared with 
50,190 in the previous seven days, and 40,798 a year ago. | 
Of the week’s total, Chevrolet holds fast to its 30,000 pace, | 
to continue in the van of individual producers. Pontiac, 
which enjoyed a big 7,450-unit session last week, has | 
around 7,500 scheduled for the current week. Following 
in order are the other GM divisions: Buick, with 6,040} 
carded for the week; Oldsmobile with 6,000, and Cadillac- | 
LaSalle with 1,200. 

Chrysler divisions will turn out 24,300 cars and trucks | 
this week, according to ADN figures. This compares with 
24,350 last week and 20,950 units in the corresponding 
period a year ago. Plymouth, which leads the Chrysler | 
group estimates, as 11,000 units projected for the week. | 


Dodge maintains its usual 9,000, with Chrysler expecting 
2,200 and De Soto 2,100 units. 

Although assembly lines were closed down Monday at 
Ford, operations continue as usual at the company’s 
Lincoln plant. The latter is expected to turn out around 
800 jobs this week. 

With curtailments in order at several of the independent 
plants, Willys jumps into the fore of this group the cur- 
rent week with a total of 2,300 units scheduled. Packard 
and Hudson-Terraplane, the former leaders, have cur- 
tailed production, the former entirely and Hudson down 
to 1,900 units. Nash-Lafayette has 1,920 jobs carded, 
Graham 320, Studebaker 160 trucks, and Cord its usual 
40. The miscellaneous group, which includes truck manu- 
facturers, should account for about 9,000 units, ADN esti- 


mates.

Decision to hold the Ford Motor Co. for 

Ford Co. trial as a corporation on the assault 

Held For charges growing out of the May 26 dif- 

Trial ficulty at the Ford plant, was announced 
here Tuesday by Judge Ralph W. Liddy 
in Common Pleas Court. The examination of the defend- 
ants was ended Monday and at 11:00 p.m. Judge Liddy 
announced that the Ford Motor Co., as well as Everett 
Moore, Ford service department head, and Wilfred Com- 
ment, Samuel Taylor, Worshon Sarkisian, Charles Good- 
man, Oscar Jones, Theodore Gries and Russell J. Edick 
must stand trial for their part in the affray. The May 
26 troubles started when members of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers made an attempt to distribute handbills 
and other union literature at the Ford plant. The effort 
had been widely publicized and evidently was part of the 
union publicity campaign to organize Ford workers. 
During the melee several union organizers were beaten 
and ejected from the plant. 

Meanwhile, hearings are still being conducted by the 
National Labor Relations Board regarding the attitude of 
the Ford Motor Co. toward unions and the alleged efforts 
of the company to prevent the unionization of its work- 
ers. Just how long that hearing will continue still is 
problematical. Shutdown of the Ford plants over the 
past week-end, which will continue until Aug. 9, is 
expected to halt the union activity in the vicinity of the 
plant.

Detroit.—Briggs Mfg. Co. an- 
nounces that its proposed merger 
with Motor Products Corp., due 
for stockholders’ vote next week, 
has been dropped because of or- 
ganized resistance from a minor- 
ity group of Motor Products 
stockholders, The announcement 
also said Briggs planned to build 
a new plant to manufacture “cer- 
tain parts” now made by Motor 
Products, indicating resumption 
of serious competition between 
the body and accessory com- 
panies. 


Studebaker Gain 

South Bend.—Paul G. Hoffman, 
president of Studebaker Corp., re- 
ports a 21 per cent increase in 
ear and truck sales from Jan. 1 
to July 10, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1936. This 
year’s total is 58,187 as against 
48,207 a year ago. From July 1 
to 10, 1,548 units were sold, com- 
pared with 623 a year ago.

Other in the automotive industry remain quiet. 
Points Packard, Studebaker and Ford are closed 
Quiet and other units are working at normal rate 
which is expected to be continued for the 

remainder of this month and probably well into August. 
The pending election of officers in the UAW next month 
apparently is having some effect since the internal strife 
in the organization revolves around the wildcat strikes 
this spring, which have cost the CIO heavily in prestige 
throughout the country. Homer Martin, president of 
UAW, seems confident that his post will be returned to 
him. This is based on his refusal to accept peace over- 
tures made by Wyndham Mortimer, heading the so-called 
“radical” faction of the union. Martin is basing his hopes 
for re-election on his past record and his platform plank 
of “striking when it is right to strike.” He has blamed 
Mortimer for many of the outlaw strikes which have 
plagued the industry during the past few months with 
the resultant loss of public confidence and to a great ex- 
tent the confidence of the members of UAW themselves. 
Generally, it is felt that the August election in UAW is 
most important, since it will either strengthen Martin’s 
hand and give him greater control over the organization 
as a whole, or place an entirely new brand of leadership 
in the saddle. Many feel that the whole current labor 
movement depends to a great extent upon the outcome 


of the election.

Later returns from 24 states give indica- 
June Car tion that June passenger car registrations 
Sales Revised will be slightly higher than the 325,000 
Up to 330,000 predicted last week by ADN. As a re- 
sult ADN has revised its estimate upward 
slightly to between 330,000 and 335,000 units. There is a 
possibility, based on the stronger reports since last week, 
that the final total may go even higher than 335,000. This 
eventuality is considered unlikely, however, in view of 
similar situations in previous months, when the last states 
to report showed a levelling off influence compared with 
the first few states to make returns. 

The 24 states heard from to date report a total of 104,- 
555 car sales, as against 114,071 units for the same period 
last year. With the latter figure representing roughly 30 
per cent of the final total of 369,423 sales in June, 1936, 
this would indicate the June, 1937, total at approximately 
337,000 units. However, ADN believes that its estimate 
of between 330,000 and 335,000 sales will approximate the 
final figure. 

Counting the 24 states for June, the total passenger car 
sales since Jan. 1 in the United States amount to 1,740,675 
as compared with 1,597,666 a year ago.
